Let's spread the wealth and survive, shall we? 


A CASE FOR A SHORTER WORKWEEK 
was made many moons ago, long 
before a Republican-controlled 
Congress fought economic depres- 
sion in the United States by cutting 
the federal government workweek 
to 48 hours in/1868. 

It was the prophet Moses deliver- 
ing God’s commandments, not some 
socialist, who first argued for trim- 
ming the workweek instead of the 
work force. “Six days shalt thou 
labor, and do all thy work: But the 
seventh day is the Sabbath of the 
Lord thy God...” (Exodus 20:10). 

Of course, Moses wasn’t talking 
economic policy. He was declaring 
the sacred aspect of leisure time, 
implicitly refuting the profane 
notion that economic activity is the 
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point of our individual and social 
existence. 

More recently, Philip Hyde, who 
ran as an Independent Republican 
against Joe Kennedy in 1996, 1998 


‘and then against Ted Kennedy in 
~2000, injected into the body politic 


the idea of “timesizing” — reducing 
the official full-time work week in a 
way that varies inversely with a 
comprehensively defined unem- 
ployment rate — as an alternative to 
downsizing. 

The idea, he explained to me, is 
essentially about “spreading the 
work that is available... . It’s easier 
(and probably more practical) to 
share skills and work than it is to 
share income or wealth.” 

Anticipating criticism from the lib- 
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ertarian right and socialist left, Hyde 
says both sides are naive about mar- 
ket regulation. Libertarians think 
regulation is the problem and social- 
ists think regulation is the solution, 
he says. 

But timesizing, Hyde insists, rec- 
ognizes that while libertarians make 
a good point about market efficien- 
cy, there never has been a complete- 
ly unregulated market society (and 
it’s not at all clear that such a society 
would be desirable or practical). 
Timesizing says, “It’s not regulation 
itself that matters — it’s the kind of 
regulation that matters.” 

Even though shorter workweeks 
have over the past century been pro- 
moted left and right — from 
Republican icon Teddy Roosevelt to 
the liberal economist John Kenneth 
Galbraith — there are economic 
problems that would have to be 
dealt with before widespread time- 
sizing could be implemented. 

As it stands now, millions of 
Americans aren’t making enough 
money working 40 hours a week to 
make ends meet. In order for a short- 
er work week to be attractive to 
those who don’t make enough to get 
by on, there would have to be a way 
to reduce work hours without 


oe 


reducing worker's income. And 
there is also the problem of health 
care costs. 

If we stop ourselves from being 
seduced by the profane notion that 
humanity lives for bread alone in the 
supreme service of the god of eco- 
nomic growth then we ought to be 
able to find a way. 

Brings to mind a fella by the name 
of Brian Czech. I met him in August 
at a brainstorming conference in 
Oberlin, Ohio. After we got to know 
each other a bit over several days, he 
gave mea bookche wrote, called 
Shoveling Fuel. for a Runaway Train: 
Errant Economists, Shameful Spenders 
and a Plan to Stop Them All. 

Thighly recommend the book — 
not only because Czech, a conserva- 
tion biologist, challenges the 
“srowth at any cost” philosophy of 
the late Julian Simon, but because he 
manages to combine entertainingly 
the insights of ecology and econom- 
ics in laymen’s terms. 

One particular passage in Czech’s 
book cuts to the heart of the matter: 


“If you've ever purchased a train 
ticket, you can probably recall hav- 
ing two concerns: where the train 
was going, and how fast the train 
would take you there. And those 
concerns are clearly listed in order of 
importance. The direction of the 
train matters most; speed is only 
helpful if the direction is correct. If 
we find that we are going in the 
wrong direction, or worse yet ona 
runaway train regardless of direc- 
tion, we might savor every clank of 
inefficiency the old train can impede 
itself with.” 

Many Americans are concerned 
about the no-limits-to-growth track 
our economic train has been barrel- 
ing down, piloted by mainstream 
Republicans and Democrats. And 
some, who are troubled by an eco- 
nomic vision that has been fostering 
mindless consumption and a time- 
poor society, are organizing things 
like Take Back Your Time Day . 

According to its organizers: “On 
Friday, Oct. 24, 2003, thousands, per- 
haps millions, of Americans will just 
say no to the overwork, over-sched- 
uling and overstress that threaten to 
overwhelm our lives. They'll take 
the day or part of it off, and join in 
hundreds of activities to initiate a 
much-needed national conversation 
about work/life balance and how 
we can reclaim it. The date falls nine 
weeks before the end of the year, 
making the point that we Americans 
now work nine weeks more than 
Western Europeans do.” 

That train is heading in a new 
direction. Are you going to get your 
ticket?

Two-tier tyranny 


One man’s crusade against 
for-profit healthcare 


AT FIRST GLANCE, YOU'D THINK 
the 74-year old was more of a mis- 
chievous grandpa than a keen 
activist. 

“How much for the dog?” Con 
Duemler says when he meets me at

the door, pointing to his ditzy white 
poodle running circles around my 
feet. 
“Tl get rid off it for two cents.” 
“Yeah, I'll get rid of you for one 
cent,” snaps his wife from down the 
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hall. 

But the sass stalls when you get 
Duemler talking about healthcare. 
He’s steady and serious, tossing off 
budget statistics and years-old Ralph 
Kein quotes like confetti. 

-Duemler is a senior with a bad hip 
and back who’s spent months on 
Waiting lists for surgery. That’s why 
he.called his lawyer. He’s taking the 
government to court for violating his 
right to equality under the Charter 
of Rights. 

At issue is Health Minister Gary 
Mar’s approval of the for-profit 
Network Health Inc. to perform 
long-term surgeries in what was for- 
merly the Grace Hospital in Calgary. 
The hospital will cater to patients 
who don’t pay into the public sys- 
tem, including the Workers 
Compensation Board, the RCMP, 
the,military and other quasi-public 
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groups exempt from the Canada 
Health Act. 

© Duemlér’s lawyer will argue that, 
with aprivate hospital, such groups 
get to queuié-jump those in the pub- 
lic system, creating a two-tier health- 
care system. 





they only have so much energy and 
time to serve the patients in need. 
Now they’re enticed by the govern- 
ment to give preference to go to that 
private clinic. If there are more pri- 
vate clinics, it will take more public 
surgeons out of the public system.”

“Our government wants to go 
into toa te. two-tier system 
despite their constant denial. A two- 


tier system that is outside the 
Canada Health Act, which violates 
equity rights,” says Duemiler. 
“There's only a limited number of 
orthopedic surgeons around and 
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David Dear, spokesperson for 
Alberta Health and Wellness, didn’t 
want to comment on a matter that’s 
still before the courts. But he did say 
that Health Minister Gary Mar’s 
approval didn’t step outside the 
boundaries of the public healthcare 
system. 

“We're confident that all processes 
required under Alberta’s Healthcare 
Protection Act were followed, and 
that the approval is in the public’s 
interest. We're confident that the 
Minister's decision will be unop- 
posed,” says Dear. 

But Duemler argues the private 
hospital is a small step in a steady 
march of privatization that’s driven 
by ideology, not efficiency. 

“Health care is not a commodity 
that can be bought and sold like a 
fridge or a car. The consumer is a 
patient in dire need, he is captive... 
He doesn’t have time to go shopping 
around, nor does he have the exper- 
tise to evaluate what is being pro- 
posed that he pay,” he says. 

“It is too important a national 
issue to blindly follow party belief in 
something that isn’t borne out by 
facts.” 

Liberal MLA Kevin Taft, co- 
author of Clear Solutions: The

Medicine, applauds Duemler’s legal 
action,

History is the foundation 
for Vanderhaege'’s fiction 


THE LAST CROSSING 
By Guy Vanderhaeghe 
(McCLelland & Stewart Ltd.) 


400 pp. $37.99 (Hardcover) 
THE STERILE DECOR AND NOISE OF 
a busy chain coffee shop seems 
about as far you can get from the 
frontier Canada of his novels, but to 
Guy Vanderhaeghe the connection 
between the two worlds is obvious. 
The 51-year-old author believes 
that our present world and our per- 
ception of it is shaped by the history 
that he used as the basis for his criti-

cally acclaimed novel, The 
Englishman's Boy. 

“There's a good deal made about 
how, basically, we all get the same 
information and the same influences 
and I’m not suggesting that that’s 
not the case,” he says, leaning for- 
ward across the small table as if 
telling a story to a small child. 

“But, where we live in our history 
also changes us and that’s particular, 
that’s not global. We're people living 
ina particular place in a particular 
time with particular histories.” 

Vanderhaeghe first became inter- 

ested in our own particular Canadian 
history as a child growing up in 
Saskatoon. At only 10-years old, he 
discovered the figure of Jerry Potts, a 
half-Scot, half-Blackfoot, who played

a large part in the conquering of the 
Canadian West. 

“{He] was a great warrior for the 
Blackfoot Nation and ended up 
being a guide for the Northwest 
Mounted Police,” Vanderhaeghe 
explains. 

“He was also a translafor at the 
treaty between the Blackfoot Nation 
and the Dominion of Canada. He 
was a bit of a behind the scenes 
diplomat in the rebellion of 1885 that 
helped keep the Blackfoot from ally- 
ing themselves with the Cree and 
the Metis, which would have made 
it very difficult for the Federal 
Government.” 

Potts’ story is an integral part of 
Vanderhaeghe’s newest book, The 
Last Crossing, which takes its charac- 
ters on a journey from the decadence 
of 19th Century London to the 
snow-swept prairies of the largely 
unsettled Canadian North. The two 
lands, one refined and conventional, 
the other raw and beautiful, are sep- 
arated by more than an ocean. 

“The Englishman's Boy was about 
how visual culture invades our per- 
ceptions,” says Vanderhaeghe. 

“This book is more about how 
social conditioning affects your per- 
ceptions. It’s a book that raises he 
question of reconciling differences, 
not only between races and cultures, 
but also between people and how 
many of us are divided in many 
ways.” 

The discussion is built on a foun- 
dation of Vanderhaeghe’s trademark 
historical accura oth of intensive 
investigation. “I start with research 
and then I begin writing, then when 
there are things I need to know I 
have to stop writing to get the 
research that I need. 

“You never know what you need, 
because once you've started writing 
you're never exactly sure what direc- 
tion your characters are going to 
take you.” 

In this case, he hit a major snag 
when he hit the character of Custis 
Straw, a Civil War veteran. 
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Vanderhaeghe: Intensive investigator 





“Tt took me a while to discover 
what the Iron Brigade uniforms 
looked like,” he explains: “I finally 
got that off the Internet by going to a 
civil war re-enactors site, These peo- 
ple, of course, try to be as historically 
accurate as they can. In fact, I found 
a site which was selling Iron Brigade 
Uniforms and everything I needed 
was there.” 

Vanderhaeghe, however, finds it 
easy to resist the urge to buy that 
kind of memorabilia, preferring 
instead to create the nuances of the 
past in his own vast imagination. 
“Research can’t provide a plot or 
characterization or ways of speaking 
or ways of thinking,” he says, crack- 
ing a playful smile.

FOR MOST PEOPLE, THE WORDS 
“worst nightmare” means showing 
up to some important social engage- 
ment only to discover you are, mys- 
teriously, not wearing pants, fol- 
lowed by agonizing moments of 
shock and humiliation, until your 
consciousness drags you from the 
brink of everlasting shame and you 
awake in a cold sweat in your bed. 

For DJ Brian Transeau (AKA BT), 
this frightful bladder-clearing 
moment came as he was put in front 
of a 90-piece orchestra and given the 
conductor's wand. Leading a profes- 
sional orchestra isn’t a situation most 
electronic musicians find themselves 
in, but Transeau has some unusual 
qualifications. A classically trained 
musician since age eight, his knowl- 
edge of theory plus his success as a 
popular DJ landed him jobs scoring 
films like Under Suspicion and The 
Fast and the Furious. 

“It's terrifying, dude,” exclaims 
Transeau. “It’s your job to lead those 
hundred people. The players look to 
you for all the ambiguous stuff that 
falls outside how the notes were 
written on the paper. The conductor 
dramatically affects a performance. | 
got so nervous on a couple of cues, I 
just fuckin’ tanked it.” 

Transeau survived the process, 
however, and came out of it with

new inspiration for his own record- 
ings. “I'd love to be able to record 
orchestras for every song,” he says. 
“It’s just totally cost-prohibitive.” 
Luckily, he was smart enough to 
make the orchestra pull double- 
duty. “I’ve done some really sneaky 
shit,” he says. “I'd sneak some of my 
songs into score cues when I’m scor- 
ing a movie and try to put it past the 
director. I got ina shitload of trouble, 
but its kind of the only way I can 
afford to get an orchestra. An 80 or 
90-piece orchestra for a three-hour 
session, dude, it’s easily a quarter of 
a million dollars.” 

Huh? Orchestras in electronica? 
Transeau insists that you trust him 
on this one, and if his track record is 
any indication — he helped pioneer 
the genre of progressive house — his 
new album will be anything but 
ordinary. “There’s some crazy-ass 
shit on this record,” he says excited- 
ly. “I'm experimenting with a lot of 
stuff | haven’t put ona record 
before.” 

Alternate tunings;asymmetrical 
meter and orchestral compositions 
all figure into his technical wizardry, 
as does a programming technique 
he invented called nano-correcting. 
“I made up this style of time-correct- 
ing about seven years ago to make 
audio sample accurately down to the 
64th note,” explains Transeau. 
“People really freaked out that I 
actually time-correct every single 
note worth of audio for every track 
that I do for a 128 track song. 

It can take three weeks to time- 
correct a song, and were not even 
talking about the programming.

64th notes, up to 128th, 256th, 512th 
notes.” 

As this laundry list of impressive 
tricks continues, it becomes increas- 
ingly obvious that BT is no normal 
DJ, both in his training and his pro- 
gressive philosophy. 

“1 was introduced to a lot of really 
punk-rock composers at a very early 
age,” he says. “I was studying 
Debussey, I was studying Stravinsky 
by the time I was 10. lidentified 
emotionally with the people that 
were trying to push the envelope 
sonically.”

BEFORE YOU FIND OUT ANYTHING 
about Winnipeg’s Paper Moon ona 
routine internet search, you'll discov- 
era Dutch band with the same name 
and a great deal about how NASA 
faked the first moon landing. That 
you found these things while search- 
ing for a Canadian rock band comes 
as some relief to those in the 
Canadian band: Chris Hiebert, Bob 
Somers, Alison Somers and Heather 
Campbell. 

Of course, the issue with the Dutch 
band will be resolved diplomatically 
and NASA probably did make it to 
the moon, and yes, you eagle-eyed, 
indie-rock prince(ss), you recognized 
three of these four names as being 
three of the four names in 
Winnipeg's now-disbanded B’ehl. 
Hiebert and Mr. and Mrs. Somers got 
back together about two or three 
months after the other band pulled 
the plug, but it’s not as sordid as it 
sounds. It was just meant to be. 

“We just took a break from every- 





thing and kind of got the itch again,” 
Hiebert says. “Nothing really was 
different. We just really enjoyed 
playing with each other. Of the four 
members in B’ehl, [ think the three of 
us that are in Paper Moon now had 
the most common vision, so it just 
kind of made sense for us to keep 
playing together.” 

After adding keyboards, guitars 
and vocals with Campbell, the new 
foursome began boldly plotting a 
new course for themselves, one they 
wouldn't have to argue so much 
about. Or so they thought, anyway, 
before it became apparent that they 
didn’t know if they were new wave 
or power pop. Hint; the keyboards 
are a distraction: They make you 
believe it’s new wave, but listen to 
the chords, for goodness’ sake! 

“That's interesting because we've 
been going with the “new-wave 
influence” in our bios and we're 
coming to realize that it’s not really 
appropriate,” says Hiebert. “And so 
just the other day, I was thinking, I’m 
gonna call us a power pop band! 
Nobody else seemed to recognize 
that until now, but now I’m validat- 
ed, so I'm gonna do it. Actually, I 
think we're influenced by those gen- 
res, but we're not striving to be new

wave or power pop. We're just striv- 
ing to write songs. And rock the 
house.” 

And get their name out again. The 
funny thing is, even though, as 
Hiebert says, it was hardly anything 
more than “a progression and a 
name change,” try telling that to just 
about anybody who makes 
decisions about these sorts of things. 

“In some ways, when we started 
playing in this band, it didn’t feel to us 
like a new band because we'd already 
been playing together,” he says. “But, 
start playing shows and trying to 
release records and stuff and you 
realize just how new you actually 
are. That was a bit of a shocker.” 

Perhaps to make up for such a 
downside, Hiebert claims criss-cross- 
ing Canada in a beat-up old van has 
gotten better than ever. 

“Bob, he started touring [in the 
Bonaduces] before I did. His first 
tour was in a Pontiac Firefly.Shortly 
after that, when I joined the 
Bonaduces, we graduated to beat-up 
vans with stuff breaking down all 
over the place. Then we joined B’ehl 
and all of a sudden it’s hotels and 
rented minivans. But for this tour we 
actually got another beat-up van. 

“Y'm really enjoying it. There's 
antifreeze leaking [and] yesterday 
we had to get new windshield 
wipers because we couldn’t see any- 
thing. So I like it. I think we were get- 
ting soft.”

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Spek expands hip hop’s boundaries

NOTWITHSTANDING THE DELUGE 
of similar-looking, similar-sounding 
rappers with gold-plated smiles, 
bizarre sartorial affectations and a 
lyrical fixation on bitches, bullets 
and bling-bling, hip hop has 
changed over the last 10 years. No 
longer an east coast / west coast phe- 
nomenon, hip hop seems to be issu- 
ing from every corner of the world, 
with Canada yielding a bumper 
crop of acclaimed rap acts like 
Swollen Members, K-OS and the 
Rascalz. 

You might include Spek on that 
list as well — emphasis on might. 
The Montreal native was weaned on 
hip hop, living and breathing beats 
and rhymes through his teen years, a 
devotion that paid off when, as a 17- 
year-old, he was invited to join 
Canadian rap pioneers the Dream 
Warriors. Spek spent four years as a 
Dream Warrior, followed by a stint 
with jazz hip-hoppers US 3. It was 
during the five years he spent living 
in the UK that Spek sensed he’d 


have to venture beyond the realm of 
rap to satisfy his creative urges. 

“As the years progressed I found 
[hip hop] less emotional and more 
about the big name producers and 
whatever. There was a lot less emo- 
tional content in the bulk of records 
getting out there, or certainly the 
successful records,” he says from a 
tour stop in New Brunswick. “And 
it became important to me in my 
own little way to use the emotion 
that I felt was captured in records by 
Simon and Garfunkel or Joni 
Mitchell or the Beatles or the Stones 
or Nick Drake or Mazzy Star, and 
try to bring that to the forefront in a 
hip-hop record.” 

This evolution wasn’t a simple 
one. Spek had to spend time devel- 
oping musical chops and studying 
the great pop songwriters he’d 
shunned in his youth in favour of 
rap. But the transition required a 
change of philosophy as well. 

“MCing is about technique and 
it’s about bettering yourself, better- 
ing your technique, trying to make 
yourself the dopest rapper with the 
illest flow. My focus ended up 
becoming less on technique and 
more on the song. 

The transition from MC to song- 
writer hasn’t caused Spek to dis-

SOLID JAZZ FANS AND THE UN- 
der-initiated alike are bound to enjoy 
a true highlight of the fall jazz season 
down at the Yardbird Suite on 
Saturday, Oct. 26. 

New York-based musician, com- 
poser and drummer Bobby Previte 
brings his all-star ensemble to 
Edmonton for one night only, follow- 
ing performances over the last week 
in Oakland, Portland and 
Vancouver. 

Bobby Previte and BUMP not only 
feature Previte’s funky-to-crashing- 
__ to-subversive drumming, but also 

four other gifted and established 
musicians, including: Steve Swallow 
on bass, Wayne Horvitz on key- 
boards, Marty Ehrlich on saxophone 
and ree ee eta 
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brush my ideas off and go their own 
way. With these guys, you can do 
that kind of thing.” 

All five players in BUMP are stel- 
lar names in jazz circles. Bassist Steve 
Swallow, for example, has played for 
years with Carla Bley in different set- 
tings, and spent many years with the 
Gary Burton Quartet in the ’70s and 
“80s. 

Previte first met Swallow about six 
years ago when Swallow was play- 
ing with Bley at the Detroit Jazz 
Festival. Previte recalls that after he 
was introduced to Bley, she said, 
“Oh, you're Bobby Previte, we hate 
you... your music is too good.” 

Previte says that the Yardbird gig 
will not only feature some pieces 
from the group’s Just Add Water 
(2001, Palmetto Records) release, but 
also new material that will soon be 
on tape. “We're going into the studio 
two days after this gig. You can tell 
the people to expect a powerhouse 
band that can play to the back of the 
room... we're an exciting band live.” 

There's no reason to doubt Previte 
on his jazz word. The man’s not just 
a musician; he’s a thinking person’s 
thinking person. When asked to 
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Rap’s just part of the Spek-trum 





pense completely with his hip-hop 
past. His solo debut, Don’t Sweat the 
Small Stuff, is replete with beats, 
scratches and rhymes, but vocal har- 
monies, buoyant acoustic guitar and 
pop choruses lift it out of the urban 
music pigeonhole and have gar- 
nered him comparisons to Beck, 
Paul Simon, Macy Gray and Prince: 
Having recently relocated to 
Montreal, Spek says that maybe it 
wasn't so much a matter of moving 
away from hip hop as remaking it in 
his own image.

sound off a single famous quote, he 
pulled out three musically-applicable 
comments from Picasso, Jane 
Austen, and Napoleon. 

“Tt took me five years to paint like 
Raphael and a lifetime to paint like a 
child,” Previte says, ed Na the 
first of the bunch. “That's where you 
want to get to. Play is important, we 
have to be spontaneous — music 
really has to be free.” 

Although the cover charge for this 
show is steeper than for most 
Yardbird events, it’s a sound bet that 
every last jazz dollar spent on the 
evening will give good payback. But 
don’t take this writer's word for it;

The spooky side of the blues 


HALLOWEEN AND THE BLUES SEEM 
a natural fit: there are hundreds of 
songs with thousands of refer- 
ences to spiritual, magical and 
superstitious practices and beliefs. 
Hoodoo, Mojo Hands and the 
mysterious power of the cross- 
roads are all part of the reason 
that blues earned the title of 
“Devil's Music” in the early years 
of the 20th century. 

Originally, folk magic brought 
to America by African slaves min- 
gled with the customs and beliefs 
of Native Americans, Christians, 
Jews and the pagan folklore of 
European immigrants. The result 
was “Hoodoo.” Personal magical 
power is at the core of Hoodoo. 
Power over men or women, or 
power to win at gambling are the 
most common. You could visit a 


“Hoodoo Lady” as described by 
Arthur “Big Boy” Crudup:in his 
1947 song “Hoodoo Lady Blues.’ 
In the song he asks the Hoodoo 
Lady to: 

“Give me a hoodoo hand/1 
wanna hoodoo this woman of 
mine,/I believe she’s got another 
man.” 

A hoodoo woman or hoodoo 
man creating a “Mojo Bag” or 
“Mojo Hand” combines herbs, 
roots, minerals, animal parts and 
the personal possessions of peo- 
ple. The Mojo is usually carried on 
the person, but can also be hidden 
in the bedroom. Muddy Waters’ 
famous rendition of a song writ- 
ten by Preston Foster has Muddy 
using the Mojo Hand for his own 
lustful purposes: 

“Goin’ down to

Shooting the breeze with Gwar 


GWAR, ANTARCTICA’S MOST FAM- 
ous musical export, emerged on the 
international scene in the early 
1990s. Their shows were spectacles 
that put fear in the guts of tired, old 
cock-rockers and shortsighted moral 
watchdogs, who perceived their out- 
rageous appearances as filthy, sensa- 
tionalistic horror that undermined 
suburban family values. 

However, if the latter group only 
did their research, they would have 
understood the band’s message; 
Gwar was merely depicting what 
life was like in the South Pole, as 
they took their angry, Antarctican 
nationalism to the world through 
music and performances. 

Today, judging by the mood of 
lead singer Oderus Urungus, Gwar, 
like so many other inspired, cultural 
revolutionaries, has taken the unfor- 
tunate road of accepting that they 
can’t change a damn thing about the 
standard, socio-political order.

But the use of Mojo is not limit 
ed to men; “Got My Mojo 
Workin’” was first recorded by a 
woman, Ann Cole, in the 30s, and 
Robert Johnson refers to a woman 
using a mojo in his song “Little 
Queen of Spades,” recorded in 
1937 

Which brings us to the 
“Crossroads,” probably the most 
famous song recorded by Robert 
Johnson. The magical properties 
of crossroads are well known 
globally in folklore. In Africa, 
almost every cultural group has a 
spirit that guards the crossroads, 
opens the way and teaches wis- 
dom. The crossroads is the most 
popular place to perform a 
Hoodoo ritual in order to learn a 
skill — playing the fiddle or 
banjo, singing, playing guitar or 
being unbeatable at throwing 
dice. Legend has it that Johnson 



















sold his soul to the devil to learn 
to play guitar at the crossroads 
The only problem is that the 
Robert Johnson song, 
“Crossroads” talks about hitching 
ride, not learning to play guitar 
olues expert 


According to local 
Hoiger Peterson, “the ultimate 
Halloween blues song belongs to 
Screamin’ Jay Hawkins.” Hawkins 
released “I Put a Spell on You” in 
1956 and many a DJ lost his job 
playing the banned recording 

Still, it became an underground 
hit, selling over a million copies. It 
also became the cornerstone of 
Hawkins’ act. “The name had 
been made”, Hawkins said, “Now 
came the act. I have this hand on 
the end of my piano that moves, | 
have fire that comes out of my fin- 
gertips, a cigarette smoking skull 
that I call Henry and I rise from a 
coffin.” 

Does it all mean anything? Not 
sure, but as Howlin’ Wolf growls 
in the song penned by Willie 
Dixon 
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Soul-seller? Nah, just hitcin’ a ride

YOU'VE PROBABLY HEARD HER 
single on the radio (you know, 
“Times they change, everything's all 
messed up and strange”) more times 
than you can count, but did you 
know that Emm Gryner also runs 
her own record label and once 
toured as part of David Bowie's 
band? 

Gryner, who will bring her catchy 
pop-folk sounds to the Sidetrack on 
October 25, may be getting some 
pretty mainstream airplay, but her 
attitudes set her apart from your 
average radio ingenue. 

“Tt inspires me that someone is 
really excited about making music as 
opposed to being on the charts,” 
says Gryner of her time with the leg- 
endary Bowie. “He's a very creative 
person and not really concerned 
with mainstream stuff at this point 
in his career.” 

The experience gave her the confi- 
dence to go it on her own and avoid 
the traps of stardom. “1 feel like a lot 
of what's happening in music right 
now is driven by marketing and cor- 
porations, but to me [that’s] the com- 
plete opposite of what it means to be 
a musician and a songwriter,” she 
explains. 

Her sixth album, Asianblue, was a 
result of that attitude. “I kind of let 
go over the past two years of trying 
to make sure that I’m always in the 
news or on the charts or the radio. I 
just wanted to make the kind of 
album that I always wanted to 
make, so | ignored all that stuff and 


just followed my heart.”

think, God, I’ve got to put this down 
in music,” she says of her writing 
process. This is Sheard’s third album 
and she believes it’s her most 
mature. Her first two discs were a 
process of trial and error that taught 
her, among other things, the necessi- 
ty of creative control. “[The first 
album] was an experiment because I 
didn’t play an instrument when I 
recorded it. Telling the musicians 
how to play the songs I'd written in 
my head was disempowering.” 

“Anemone, was arranged and 
recorded with my touring band — 
the band I’ve been playing with for a 
couple of years,” she says. “It’s more 
of a home-spun thing; it just feels 
like my family on this one.” 

The result is a blend of the minor 
keys of bands like Pink Floyd with 
the lyrical phrasing of Joni Mitchell. 
The mix presents itself as a series of 
dark melodies that are as haunting 
as folk, while as energetic as pro- 
gressive rock.

THE ALWAYS HARD-WORKING 
Greg MacPherson is on an ambitious 
tour that will cover 10 provinces in 
two months. He'll be appearing

This summer brought him to New 
York for the first time where he 
encountered the wreck of the World 
Trade Center.

“MAY I BE FRANK?” SAYS TREVOR 
Schmidt, leaning in black turtleneck 
across his designer desk. While this 
year’s Carnival of Souls promises to 
be as spooky as ever, an irrepressible 
nightmare also builds behind the 
scenes. Might Schmidt be the mad 
scientist — or even the misunder- 


stood monster itself? “The frustra- 
tion level is pretty high,” he whis- 
pers. “They keep saying, ‘Resident 
Evil, Resident Evil, Resident Evil!’ 
Well you know what? I’m Resident 
Evil. If they get into a room with me 
— they’re not getting out alive.” 

The artistic director's snappy new 
architecturally digested office at the 
3rd Space portends of an even 
grander Frankenstein plan for 
Northern Light Theatre. “For me, 
this is a real testing year. ‘Why are 
we doing this festival? What's it all 
about?’ No one seems to know. We 
spend a lot of money on this festival, 
and really most of itis goodwill, 
These relationships with other orga- 
nizations are great for community 
outreach — but we could also be 
doing more theatre.” 

Indeed, the only explicitly theatri- 
cal event in the Carnival of Souls is 
the Urban Tales Cabaret. Begun 
some five years ago, this Halloween 
series of staged readings was such a 
success that for the last few years, 
NLT has added other events, sub- 
contracted to other organizations. 
Randwulf Productions again hosts 
the haunted house. Metro Cinema 
presents the Horror Film Festival: 
silent classic Haxan (Witchcraft 


Through the Ages), reissued in 1967 
with voice-over by William S. 
Burroughs, and Dario Argento's 
Opera, scored by Brian Eno. 

“Joel is a really great guy, and 
Metro has really been lovely.” 

This year’s lantern parade, hosted 
by Zuma Productions at the 
Provincial Museum, has been 
expanded to target families. “That 
will be a great event. The Provincial 
Museum has been so great. And 
Zuma is extremely creative and quite 
wonderful. Kids get to make 
lanterns, they get to make masks, 
they get to touch tarantulas and learn 
about owls. And then they get to 
parade around the museum grounds 
at dusk.” New this year is a bus tour, 
set up by the Downtown Business 
Association. “It’s basically a pub 
crawl that also visits the haunted 
house.” 

At mention of the house, Schmidt's 
eyes again roll and twitch with mani- 
acal candor. “The haunted house will 
be fine — it will be fine. They'll get it 
all done, and it will do well. Then I’ll 
wash my hands of it, and it will be 
over.” He wrings his gnarled hands, 
wiping them hysterically on the 
sweater. “To get festival funding, we 
have to show them we're not doing 
theatre. If we can do something like 
this on the side, then wonderful, 
bring it on. But are we Northern 
Light Theatre — or Northern Light 
Festivals?” 

“All that I can control are the 
events I have control over, and those 
I feel very confident about.” With his 
theatre's lightning-powered master 
switch, recently installed, and help 
from diabolical genius Glenda 
Stirling, Schmidt controls the Urban 
Tales, chosen from among 37 nation- 
wide submissions. “It’s a great group 
of actors, and although we have only 
four days of rehearsal, we're having 
quite a bit of fun. One piece is comic, 
a couple are kinda scary, and one is 
just plain weird.” Although there are 
only minimal costumes and proper- 
ties, Ian Jackson does video projec- 
tion through most of the readings. 
“Glenda’s so wonderful. Her projec- 
tions are really inventive. She’s like, 
‘Can I have 17th Century woodcuts, 
death photos, and Our Mother of 
Perpetual Sorrow?’ And I’m just — 
can I have a bleeding pentagram?” 

“How about some lightning?”

Actor James Hamilton believes 
that the classic tales of terror still 
work. His most recent production, 
Sound and Fury Theatre's Through a 
Glass Darkly, brings to life the eerie 
stories of Edgar Allen Poe and 
Robert Louis Stevenson. The hope is 
that, despite everything, the macabre 
still sends a chill down the spine of a 
modern audience. 

“So many things are going on now 
that the least thing you're worried 
about is an invisible monkey or 
somebody who lives in the basement 
with a chainsaw,” explains 
Hamilton. “You don’t hear about 
these things as often as you hear 
about somebody sitting in a tree with 
a high scope rifle. But if you let your- 
self be scared, which I enjoy-you can 
definitely get caught away with it.” 

According to Hamilton the title 
means “to look at yourself and see 
something scary looking back at 
you.... All the characters in the play 
are somehow trapped in supernatur- 
al situations that they have forced 
upon themselves or have been forced 
into. They're every day forced to 
look at themselves and strive 
through these situations.” 

“It's staged like an observatory at 
an old-fashioned hospital,” Hamilton 
describes. “Because it’s in the Jekyll 
and Hyde Pub we've got a whole 
bunch of levels to work on, a whole 
bunch of different kinds of barriers 
like balustrades and banisters and 
stuff. It was pretty challenging, but at 
the same time the bar's oak and it 
looks old-fashioned, so it kind of 
looks like an old-timey theatre opera- 
tion.” 


Hamilton plays two roles for this 
production. One is drawn from 
Edgar Allen Poe's classic “A Tell-tale 
Heart,” in which a murderer is tor- 
mented by the incessant beating of 
his victim’s heart from beneath the 
floorboards. The other is less well- 
known, but no less troubling. “I play 
a character by the name of Jennings 
who is a pastor who is very involved 
in trying to find the meaning of evil 
and where it comes from. In his dis- 
coveries he starts being stalked by a 
little black monkey that no one else 
can see, One day the monkey starts 
talking to him and telling him to start 
hurting people.” 

The play takes advantage of the 
English-style pub’s creepy nooks and 
crannies, “The soundscape is the 
soundscape of a lunatic asylum, so 
there’s always something going on in 
the background,” describes 
Hamilton. “All the patients are going 
to be on stage at all times in their 
characters so the audience is going to 
have the feel that they're actually 
caught up in this observation. All 
these things that these patients are 
supposedly hearing in their head, the 
audience is going to get a chance to 
hear as well. 

“It’s more of a gothic scary,” he 
points out. “More like From Hell. My 
character is more like a gaslight Son 
of Sam.” 

He does, however, suggest that 
you bring an extra pair of pants, just 
in case.

s 1979 bookend set of two 
energetic, economical and comple- 
mentary one acts became an early- 
'80s off-Broadway hit. The first, An 
Actor's Nightmare, is inhabited by 
accountant George Spelvin who, for 
whatever damnable reason, has 
been catapulted into the lead of not 
one, but a confused hybrid of three 
composite theatre productions: a 


Noel Cowardish sophisticated come- 
dy; a leotard tragedy of 
Shakespearean proportions and 
finally, a Samuel Beckett grab bag, 
rounding out Nightmare in a garbage 
can. The third component, Corrine 
Koslo explained, “is a compilation of 
every Beckett you've ever seen. It’s 
kinetic and funny, this one guy’s 
dream... his idea of what theatre 
would be.” Confused and yet game 
to be on top of his game, Spelvin’s 
increasingly frantic calls for ‘Line!’ 
only serve to lend him more rope 
with which to hang himself. 

For Koslo, Durang’s sharp satire 
resonates long after the laughter has 
subsided. “With Durang, there is 
lots to chew on. [...] The writing is 
very childlike, yet there is such a 
great heart and great love around 
issues that we all have a universal 
desire to understand, that have been 
alive, and will be before us for gener- 
ations to come.” An Actor's 
Nightmare segues into Sister Mary 
only after Spelvin frantically pledges 
allegiance first to the “flag of the 
United States” and then to God, 
although he confesses he “doesn’t 
know any Catholic adults.” 

For Ashley Wright, Durang’s 
satirical treatment of such weighty 
issues as faith, redemption, salvation 
and damnation “infects the mind. As 
an actor, it keeps you thinking dou- 
bly about your role more so than a 
lot of other actorsy Durang is sucha 
good read; he really makes you ‘ 
mull.” 

But unless you're lolly-gagging in 
Purgatory — or worse yet, one of the 
lost babies forever floating in Limbo 
— you'd better pick up the pace: 
mulling (mind or wine) is not to be 
tolerated. Sister Mary is spring 
cleaning the house of our Lord and 
ready to settle your hash. As Sister 
Mary, Tom Wood reprises the role 
that had Edmonton audiences in 
various states of rapture nearly two 
decades ago. Old habits die hard, 
and some are thankfully never laid 
to rest. Some of the controversial 
buzz around the 83 Phoenix pro- 
duction focused on the casting of 
Wood ina role that would otherwise 
have gone to a woman. The politics 
of gender and labour seem less full- 
frontal this time out, yet Durang’s 
visceral vision may be more timely 
than ever.

“The 
play’s funny as well as serious, like 
all good plays about important sub- 
jects should be. It’s a great story that 
makes that personal connection to 
the tragedy of war and rises it above 
the numbers and statistics.” 

For Hahn, this personification is 
all that more important given the 
current political climate and talk of 
war and the invasion of Iraq (a 
nation created in the same year as 
Mary’s dream from the debris of the 
war-devastated Ottoman Empire). 

“We're on the brink of some kind 
of war and it feels like a big repeti- 
tion.”

OKAY, THE BRAND-NEW KIDSPLAY 
program at the Citadel made me an 
instant convert. 

The reason for my theatrical 
‘Road to Damascus’ moment: a 
breezy literary translation of Robert 
Munsch’s collected kid-lit. 

You can’t really ask for a better 
theatrical event: a trio of well-cast, 
talented performers working 
through a lively, well-directed text 






that balances action-based theatri- 
cality with the proper homage to a 
deft literary source. 

This loose-limbed children’s the- 
atre work strikes such a well-select- 
ed note in large part because of a 
clever adaptation by Kim McCaw 
— one of several Munsch theatre 
pieces he’s done — that knows how 
much to show and how much to 
say, based on the always vibrant 
and salacious tales of the oh-so- 
beloved bard of the rug-rat/ yard- 
ape set. (Munsch, author of a gazil- 
lion books including Mud Puddle 
and Love You Forever boasts sales 
well into the eight-figure category.) 

The premise of the show is that 
the players are three five-year-olds 
stuck at an after-school daycare by a 
big dump o’ snow, playing out sto-

ries from their family lives (sleep- 
walking pops, horrid snowsuits, 
childhood potty timing issues and 
copycat schoolmates) while waiting 
to be picked up by tardy parents. 
Bare-bones props, layered costumes 
leaning towards winter gear (extra- 
special cameo by Kevin Corey’s 
baggy union suit) and a well- 
designed minimalist-but-modular 
set make for rapid turnabouts and a 
real workout for the imagination 
and a good launching pad for the 
talented players. Think “Mr. 
Dressup” to get a sense of the 
show’s aesthetics and presentation 
style. 

Young Andrew (played by the 
mop-topped Corey) has just moved 
up from Calgary and has a sleep- 
challenged family, Stephanie (the 

twinkly-voiced Beth Graham) 
would rather be called Elizabeth 
(i.e., the titular paperbag princess), 
and Thomas (the ever elfin, 
although gigantic Jared Matsunaga- 
Turnbull) is saddled with a hideous 
brown snowsuit — in a nutshell, 
the rough beginnings of five 
Munsch tales (pretty good for a 
play with running time that’s under 
an hour long). 

Mind you, it’s not like they have 
a choice: a play has just gotta keep 
moving to keep the little ones on 
board. Heck, even with this talented 
crew and tight script — filled as it is 
with pee jokes and adults being 
humiliated — it came within a hair 
of losing the audience during the 
well-realized but tad-on-the-long- 
side “50 Below Zero.”

RODEO AND OTHER WORKS 
Alberta Ballet Company 


HAS IT REALLY TAKEN OVER 35 YEARS 
for Alberta Ballet to bring Rodeo to 
the stage? You'd think such an 
appropriately titled ballet would be 
a sure bet, a huge crowd pleaser — 
after all, the company shares its 
home on the range with The 
Stampede in Calgary. Besides, we all 


know if it ain’t Alberta, it ain’t beef. * 


Maybe it’s taken over 35 years for 
a ballet company in Alberta to come 
full circle — from distancing itself 
from all things hick and hokey to 
proving itself as a world-class insti- 
tution and embracing a Canadian 
style. Maybe an old-fashioned hoe- 
down was a long time coming: now 
Alberta Ballet can embrace its roots 
— and boots, for that matter. 

Jean Grand-Maitre, the company’s 
first Canadian artistic director in 15 
years, can’t speak to the rationale, 
but he’s quick to describe the choice 
of Rodeo & Other Works as “so well 
done and long-awaited.” He won't 
take the full credit for programming 
the company’s season opener. His 
predecessor Mikko Nissinen is 
responsible for choosing most of this 
year's line-up, “I really only con- 
tributed to 15 per cent of the pro- 
gramming choices,” Grand-Maitre 
modestly clarifies. 

But Alberta Ballet's 36th season 


opens with not but also 
Celestial The m= te 
Room, two of Grand-Maitre’s most 
successful ballets. And February will 
see the world premiere of Grand- 
Maitre’s full-length Carmen. That's 
quite an explosive 15 per cent. 

A tap dance infused with ballet 
and movements evocative of the 
Wild West, Agnes de Mille’s ballet 
Rodeo reads like an All-Albertan leg- 
end, the adventures of an awkward 
and tomboyish cowgirl, who against 
all odds, sets out to rope herself a 
man. 

Don’t dismiss this ballet as a low- 
brow roll in the hay, though. “Rodeo 
is as timeless as a Gene Kelly 
movie,” Grand-Maitre insists. “I love 
that post-Second World War musi- 
cal film energy; an exuberant energy, 
innocent, almost naively so — really 
nostalgic.” With Rodeo, de Mille 
(niece of director Cecil B.) helped ini- 
tiate the style that became popular in 
film and Broadway musicals, where 
dance became integral to moving the 
story along. She went on to choreo- 
graph such landmark musicals as 
Oklahoma! (1943), Carousel (1945), 
Brigadoon (1947) and Paint Your 
Wagon (1951). 

Like the performers of the Golden 
Hollywood screen, Rodeo demands 
that dancers become “huge inter- 
preters,” and “big, powerful charac- 
ters”; the dance vocabulary of a bal- 
lerina is a far cry from that of a cow-

“MAYBE I CAN INSPIRE YOU,” SAYS 
Deepa Mehta, “and tell you how 
great Hilroy notebooks and Bic pens 
are.” A tale of electronic despair elic- 
its sympathy from the director, and 
then advice. “That's the reason I 
write all my scripts in longhand,” 
she says “I have never even been 
able to fathom how a computer 
works.” 

A traditionalist when she’s laying 
text on paper, perhaps, but Deepa 
Mehta is also an iconoclast — and 
fartoagt Jastic ny-in - 
iia Peet preter thibchic al 
challenge traditional values ... that 
she didn’t consider the painfully 
oppressive lives of Indian widows, 
for instance, or romantic liaisons 
between sisters-in-law or members 
of different castes. 

So, in 2000, as Mehta began to 
shoot Water, the final part of a trilogy 
that began with Fire (1996) and Earth 
(1998), local opposition ran so hot 
that the film’s set was ransacked, 
Mehta was burned in effigy, and a 
man claimed to have attempted sui- 
cide in protest. Mehta was forced to 
abandon filming, with losses reck- 
oned to be around $1,000,000. 

The personal cost? 

“It took me about six months to 
recover. Your perspective on the 
world changes: it can never be the 
same again. | really had to re-evalu- 
ate what was important in life.” 

On the other hand, she says, “Tf it

hadn’t happened to me, I probably 
would never have made 
Bollywood/Hollywood {...] 1 wanted to 
explore a part of myself that was life- 
affirming.” 

Bollyzvood/Hollywood is Mehta's 
energetically campy melding of the 
traditions of the two cinema power- 
houses... but set in Toronto. It fea- 
tures sly captions, thick humour, 
broad caricatures, and... urk... spon- 
taneous song and dance numbers. 

Critics have asked who the film is 
intended for: is-it.a Bollywood 
primer for Canadians, ora Ollection 
of inside jokes for people already hip 
to the scene. If they’re still asking 
after seeing the movie, Mehta says, 
perhaps they’ve missed the point: if 
you're having a good time, what 
does it matter what you call it? 

And if you're turning up your 
nose at the thought of singing and 
dancing in the cinema, Mehta sug- 
gests that you relax already. In fact, 
she says, we in the west have 
become so angst-ridden that we 
don’t know how to have fun at the 
movies anymore. 

Conversely, having fun is exactly 
what Bollywood films are all about. 
“They’‘re very unpretentious,” says 
Mehta, “and they know what they’re 
going for, which is pure entertain- 
ment — they do it without apology. 
And melodrama is not considered a 
lapse in good taste. That's very 
important to me. It’s very liberating: 


That's not to say that 
Bollywood/Holl: 





there’s no shying away from emo- 
tions. I find shying away from emo- 
tion is a very western concept of 
thinking — and prevalent in inde 
pendent western cinema.” 

Mehta also readily allows that the 
inspiration for her film was Pretty 
Woman. “That's why it’s called 
Bollywood/Hollywood. It’s the 
Cinderella plotline from the west 
and an imposition of Bollywood 
plotlines on that.” 

It seems to be an awfully tradi- 
tional sort of story to come from the 
Bic pen of an iconoclast, but Mehta is 
unconcermed. “It seems it’s tradition- 
al because it’s a traditional form of 
cinema, right? Where the couple gets 
together and lives happily ever 
after. Besieles, she says, “It doesnt.» 


“seem to Bother [Suie] at all.” 


Mehta is especially pleased to 
have Toronto -born Lisa Ray playing 
Sue. “This is a country that didn’t 
give her a job, so she had to go to 
Bollywood. Now, of course, lots of 
Canadian filmmakers want her to be 
in their films, which for her is very 
amusing.” 

And Mehta is delighted that her 
film, which opens this weekend in 
Canada, is slated to open across 
India next month, where there’s 
excitement about a fresh perspective 
ona familiar form. 

So has Bollywood / Hollywood 
proved to be the tonic Mehta was 
after in the months following her 
rough ride? “It really has. I smile 
much more than I have for the last 
three years. That's for sure.”

Try as they 
might, their mutual musical interests 
only serve to remind them they’re as 
close and as compatible as a DJ's 
turntables. 

Although the film sticks to the 
beat of most romantic comedies, it’s 
probably got more laughs than your 
average straight-up comedy. The 
supporting cast snares the most 
memorable scenes, including a 
black-and-white novelty rap duo 
with a Dalmatian “unity” theme that 
act as a biting commentary on the 
state of radio hip-hop.

FILMSTRIP 


THIS ISA WEIRD TIME FOR FRENCH CINEMA: 
in the last few weeks, circumstances in 
Edmonton's film culture have converged 
to neatly point this out. Francois Ozon’s 
much-hyped 8 Femmes has opened at the 
Garneau, playing to what seemed to be 
reasonable crowds. And Jean-Luc 
Godard's misanthropic masterpiece Eloge 
de amour has appeared on video. 

One conclusion you might draw is that 
French film just ain't what it used to be. 
The innovative passion that made the 
French cinema synonymous with innova- 
tion in the 1960s has evolved towards the 
extremes, embodied by the Technicolor 
bonbon & Femmes or the difficult, embit- 
tered essay Eloge de amour. This would 
be a Major error: it assumes that what 
winds up in North American theatres is 
somehow reflective of “French Cinema.” 
More and more, it's not, and that has little 
to do with Jean-Luc Godard's simultane- 
ously increasing formal rigour and general 
grumpiness. 

Indeed, Godard and Ozon, whose films 
have been relatively easy to rent in 
Edmonton video stores (although you 
won't find Godard’s really tough video 
opus, Histoires du cinéma, still unreleased 
in North America) or see on Edmonton's 
screens (Ozon's last film, Under the Sand, 
got a decent run at the Princess), don’t 
strike me as particularly indicative of cur- 
rent French film. Instead, it’s Claire Denis 
and Olivier Assayas, each of whom have 
had lousy North American distribution, 
that speak to the vitality of French cinema. 

If these names sound vaguely familiar, 
it's because each has had a film in relative- 
\y wide distribution over the last few years. 
Assayas’ Mee was released in 1996 
and 97, and although most critics did next 
to ‘aie onuin its Sens vis-a- 
vis film history (the whole joke is that a 
washed-up French-New-Waver is re-mak- 
ing a 7-hour serial from 1915) it did pretty 
well.

Katie Holmes i is quite good as the 
fatigued and heartbroken Katie, an 
undergrad archetype that should kill 
any hazy nostalgia you might have 
for the good ol’ university days, as 
do Gabrielle Union and Zooey 
Deschanel as her party-hard college 
friends. And seeing Charlie 
Hunnam and his cute shaggy 
blonde hair is pretty much worth $9- 
$10 at least. 


The daily soap opera of dorm life 
would have provided enough mate- 
rial to keep this movie endlessly 
interesting, dreams and ideals con- 
flicting with the prospects of a 
grown-up job wearing suits and 
making some money. The mystery 
of Embry’s disappearance could 
have remained an excuse to flash- 
back to a time when nothing mat- 
tered more than one’s research and 
when consequence mattered less 
than experience. It’s an intrinsically 
interesting time, probably the most 
intense that these incipient yuppies 
will have in their lives, with vibrant 
soon-to-be-memories of frat parties, 
deepest friendships and first love all 
bathed in the green glow of library 
fluorescents. 

Unfortunately, the movie is clut- 
tered up by the police subplot, a look 
into Wade’s alcoholism, then the 
romantic subplot between Katie and 
the cop, and the dumb psychological 
explanation of Katie’s behaviour 
involving her deadbeat dad. 
Structurally, Abandon is jumpy, too:

Michael Moore goes hunting for 
the answer in his new film. No preci- 
sion shooting here, no sniper-like 
accuracy. Imagine a duck shoot in 
heavy bush. A rustle to the left. An 
answer? Maybe it’s because America 
has so many guns? CHA-KOOM! 
Did we hit it? No, Canada has 7 mil- 
lion guns in 10 million households 
and barely any gun murders. Maybe 
it’s America’s uniquely violent histo- 
ty? Ba-BOOM! Nope — lots of other 
countries have violent histories too. 
Economic realities? BLAM! I think 
we winged it there — hard to say. 

Again the question: why America, 
why America, why America. And 
the fact is, Moore never finds the 
answer, never bags his game. He 
wants a bad guy, but the closest 
thing he can find is Charlton Heston. 

But even if he doesn’t bring home 
a goose, Moore stirs up a hell of a lot 
of brush. He goes back into history, 
digs into the race problem, looks at 
violent video games and movies, 
ranges all over the defective culture, 
taking shots where he can. 

For example, Moore is a card-car- 
rying member of the NRA, a group 
tor which he reserves his most pun- 
ishing gutshots. Twice he shows us 
defiant NRA rallies held days after 
tertible gun tragedies, savagely 
cross-cutting it with the father of a 
slain boy speaking at a protest. On 
the other hand, even if he holds the 


NRA in contempt, he doesn’t point 
the blame at rank-and-file gun nuts. 
We see them, and sure, they’re a lit 
tle goofy, but they’re not the prob- 

lem. 

But the NRA and militias are just 
two stops in a trip across American 
gun culture that blasts away at all 
kinds of economic and political reali- 
ties of American life. Consider the 

year-old boy who 
ie a gun to school and shot a 6- 
year-old girl. Who to blame? The 
kid? Get serious. How about the par- 
ents — where the hell were the par- 
ents? Well, as a matter of fact, the 
single mom was spending four 
hours a day ona bus to work ata 
mall selling fudge to rich people to 
pay off her welfare. Maybe that’s a 
problem. 

Moore has lots to show us in this 
film, plenty of pictures worth seeing. 
A Lockheed-Martin executive stand- 
ing in front of an ICBM rocket 
engine, eerie footage of the 

lumbine massacre, crumbling 
cities. Moore's got a lot of anger to 
dish out in Bowling for Columbine, a 
raw frustration that this problem 
exists but defies solution 

But if Moore seems frustrated and 
angry with America, he’s bedazzled 
with amazement with Canada. He 
gets almost fanciful in his portrayal 
of Canada as a sane, rational version 
of America, where affable 
Torontonians leave their front doors 
unlocked. Of all the themes and 
ideas that come out of the film, 
‘Move to Canada” is one of the 
strongest. 

Moore, of course, isn’t moving to 
Canada, and he has to keep looking 


for answers for America. If anything,

he keeps coming back to fear, the 
idea that America is a country domi- 
nated by fear, force-fed fear. Fear o' 
blacks, fear of killer bees, fear of ter- 
rorists, always things to be afraid of. 
The crime statistics go down, but the 
media crime coverage goes up. 
People get crazy, and some of them 
shoot each other. But why so scared? 
And if that’s not a question we can 
answer, can we at least get K-Mart to 
stop selling Tec-9 bullets?

Angry Chicken needs more snarl 





Angry Chicken

THERE'S SOMETHING SATISFYING 
about a hot chicken wing that no 
other food can duplicate. The spici- 
ness and saltiness of Louisiana hot 
sauce, the greasy slips of meat so 
tender they fall off the bone, the fact 
that they’re often consumed with 
beer — it's all of these factors sepa- 
rately and combined, the gestalt of 
the experience if you will. The lowly 
chicken wing has symbolic power 
for me as well — as an avatar of the 
complicated cycle of gustatory exhil- 
aration and shame that characterizes 
my relationship with food. 

Thardly eat wings at all anymore, 
but I’m always aware of my predis- 


position for eating them, an ongoing 
potential that could encroach on the 
actual with the slightest prodding. 

Doubtless it’s my dietary con- 
science guilt-tripping me over the 
astronomical quantities of fat, cho- 
lesterol, sodium and whatever else 
is bad for you this week invested in 
each little deep fried, capsicum-lac- 
quered gam (dipped in ranch dress- 
ing) that has driven me to this punc- 
tuated abstinence, this self-imposed 
exile from the beery idylls of my 
youth. 

Or perhaps it’s the blistering 
attacks of jalacolitis that attend 
overindulgence in strongly spiced, 
greasy food. We may never know. 

The notion of a restaurant devot- 
ed entirely to piquant poultry was 
enough to coax me from my rustica- 


tion — I could never entirely aban- 
don spicy chicken and was Hopetut 
that an angry chicken would best 
my appetite with some novel vari- 
ants on the vaunted combination of 
white meat and whoop-ass. As is 
the custom when eating spicy chick- 
en, | invited friends. 

And thus it was that we alit at the 
Angry Chicken, a minute quasi- 
charcuterie tucked into a space 
you've probably never noticed 
before on Jasper Ave. Chicken they 
certainly had — every item on the 
menu contained chicken to the 
exclusion of all other meats and if 
chicken didn’t naturally occur in it, 
you could add chicken for a nomi- 
nal service charge. How angry it 
was remained to be seen. 

The wall boasted of 15 wing 
flavours to choose from — three 
grades of hot, a couple of variants 
on sweet and sour, satay, tandoori, 
jerk and other sensible spicy chicken 
seasonings, in quantities of 10 
($5.95), 20 ($10.95) and 40 ($20.95). 
Sweet chili seemed a good compro- 
mise between hot and sweet and 
sour, 

The house specialty looked 


promising — lenge glistering meat- 
sicles, dotted with angry red specks 
of chili paste. The taste and texture 
didn’t measure up to my chicken 
wing ideal, however. The wings 
were dredged in flour and deep 
fried, which gave them a crusty, 
grease-absorbent coating you some- 
times find on mall Chinese food. As 
we only tried one flavour, this is 
hardly a definitive comment on 
Angry Chicken’s wing menu, but 
sweet chili didn’t provide quite 
enough of either. 

Our remaining hopes for fired-up 
fowl resided in the sandwich board. 
We ordered an Angry Chicken 
Sandwich, a Pollo El Scorcho and a 
Chicken Soprano. Each sandwich 
came with “taters” or salad and a 
can of pop for $6.95, or without a 
side and drink for $4.25. 

The Angry Chicken was lodged 
between two slabs of focaccia, the 
Pollo El Scorcho on a ciabatta roll 
and the Soprano on a crusty torpe- 
do. Angry featured strips of bread- 
ed, deep-fried chicken with swiss, 
tomato and lettuce, mustard and 
mayo. 

Its purveyor found it an adequate 


chicken sandwich, but not one that 
deserved the designation “an, 

Pollo El Scorcho had the same chick- 
en, swiss, lettuce and tomato, but it 
also had a spicy barbecue sauce and 
a few canned jalapeno rings, which | 
only noticed two-thirds of the way 
through the sandwich. I emerged 
unscorched. The Soprano had a 
grilled chicken breast, mozza and 
pizza sauce. It evoked very little 
comment from the guy who ate it. 

The sides appeared to be a bit of 
an Sfertcegh You can’t really 
screw up deep fried potatoes, but 
the salad was little more than lettuce 
and a bit of red cabbage with celery 
and carrot sticks strewn over top. 

It was all adequate, but didn’t go 
that extra few feet for your seven 
bucks. 

On the upside, the people who 
run Angry Chicken are friendly and 
attentive, they don’t skimp on the 
wet naps and, if you're in the mood 
for fast food, AC handily beats most 
of the convenience eateries in its 
vicinity. It just has to get a little 
angrier to live up to its name.
